‘Shakespeare says in the -speech of 
Mare Antony over the dead body of 
Caesar, 

“The evil that men do, lives after them, 

The good is oft interred with their bones.” 
History has ayain and again demon- 
strated the truth of Shakespeare’s psy- 
chological understanding of human 
nature, that is too often ready to re- 
member the evil and even to invent 
some and dress it upin modern phrase, 


while the good is so common place and. 


ordinary as to be forgotten. It is only. 
justice to the citizens of the Andover 
of 200 years ago to judge them by their 
own standards which certainly were 
strict enough. They judged, condemn- 
ed, and punished with impartial vigor. 
C. H. «A.’s article, ‘‘Andover’s First 
Boodle Case”’, is alittle unfortunate, in 
that there was no boodle init. As C. 
H. A, states, Miss Bailey in her Ando- 
ver Historical Sketches gives several 
pages to the License Contest. She re- 
fers to it as Rivalry, and that word just 
describes the moving, causes in that 
License Contest. Tne facts carefully 
reviewed prove that public opinion did 
then believe ina license for revenue 
and restraint; the General Court al- 
lowed Andover two Inn-keepers and 
one out-side retailer; the temperate use 
of liquors was permittad from the Gov- 
ernor down to the humblest in \accord- 
ance with the customs of the times, and 
their health as they judged; the sin of 
inlowication was pnnished by the relig- 
ious town government; and they 
watched over each other with the re- 
sult of endless inquisitorial trials, .hu- 
miliating confessions, and probations. 
The result was a law abiding, moral, 
sedate and honorable community. 
They did believe intemperance in the 
literal‘meaning of the word and prac- 
ticedit, and left.after them a sturdy 
race of descendants to inherit the land 

and hand it down to succeeding gener- 

ations. 

C..H. A.’s article has so many refer- 
ences to the Chandlers with the special 
biographical ending that unconsciously 
no doubt the article singles them out 
for special. mention for—what?. Per- 
haps it does not matter; asit 1s all in 
the family? As to relations we ought to 
be careful of their good name. William 
Chandler of Roxbury had-in- Andover 
by the line of descent of his daughter, 
who married George Abbott, 73 great 
grandchildren alone. ~ Captain-T’homas 
Chandler and William Chandler were 
brothers of Mrs, Abbott. 

But what is the Century Dictionary’s 
definition of Boodle? 2: Money fraudu- 
lently obtained in public service; money 
given to or received by officials in brib- 
ery or gained by collusive contracts, 
appointments, etc. by extension, gain 
from public cheating of any kind. The 
Century defines collusive thus: secret 
agreement to defraud or injure; which 
could not as well be obtained by open 
concurrence. But there was no charge 
of money fraudulently obtained, no 
vecord.of underhand dealing, no com- 
plaint that Wilham Chandler gave 
bribes or bought up any one or an offi- 


elas en ~ 


It is stated that he was sick and 
ueeded the help the keepimg of an Inn 
would give him in supporting his family. 
There is no proof that William Chand. 
ler made any collusive contracts with 
relative, friend, or official, His appoint- 
ment was not collusive, for it was 
the result of two petitions signed by 
forty of his fellow-citizens. He was 
not charged with defrauding the Gen- 
eral Court ‘of Revenue. The opposition 
petition, prepared to ruin him as an 
Inn-keeper, originated in rival families, 
It had the signature of five Fryes and 
two Osgoods. Fryé was-a vintnor or 
Inn-keeper from. 1654. John Osgood 
was Inn-keeper 1639,. Only. two Inn- 
keepers were allowed. They couldn't 
all have the cash business of the -trav- 
eling public. John Osgood personally 
complained of William Chandler. Why 
should he not? He stood ready as a 
good citizen to manage the business as 
it ought to be 
goods succeded in convincing the Gen- 
eral Court. William Chandler held the 
license till his death, and the second 
vintner or Inn-keeper was’ Andrew 
Peters. Osgood afterwards receivedan 
appointment but the Fryes waited about 
fifty years before one of their name 
held the coveted licenee. The opposi- 
tion petition did charge the encourage- 
ment of drunkenness, and selling at 
unseemly hours, and to minors. They 
made no charges of collusive defraud- 
ing of the General Conrt. Tnese char- 
ges would briug punishmest, if in any 
way probable. Where vinous beverages 
are sold, it would be very easy to make 
such charges as those in the petition 
with some innocent! embellishments 
William Chandler was, fined, and in 
his petition for licensé asks the Gener- 
al Court to excuse his paying it. In 
other words he appealed from the decis- 
son against him brought about by his 
rivals, five Fryes, two Osgoods and the 
five wivo signed with them. William 
Chandler, however, was sustained by 
the General-Court.

Chanider’s license with its. restrictions 
had in iPncg of the spirit of the Nor 
wegian System, that so many good and 
prominent ‘pedple of to-day advocate, 
seeking to restrict the whole business, 
and yet control it in such open and pub- 
lic way, that unlike so called prohibi- 
tion, it will not help personal and indi- 


vidual duplicity among a goodly portion 


of the community. 

Let us judge our ancestors of 200 
years ago by ‘their ‘standard, (God 
knows it'was minutely severe enough,) 


just as we, 200 years from now, in a} 


Bellamy millenium will wish this 
to them dark period of history to be 
judged by our standards and environ- 
ment. It is a pity that so much of the

NOTES WERE, BAD. 


Boston Men Swindied-Out-~ of. 


Thousands of Dollars. 


Wholesale Kiting of Notes at Big Dis- 
counts Alleged—Serious Sequel to the 
Failure of the Portsmouth Company, 


Boston, Dec. -11.—The Post saya: One 
of the best known citizens of Boston, Micah 
Dyer, -Jr., is-out~ just $8000, and his son, 
Walter Dyer, is out $4000, as a consequence 

‘of investing in some hless notes of 
the Portsmouth company of Berwick, Me. 
The persons who floated these notes have 
had for capital # good rating in @ mercan- 
tile agency, secured by one of their num- 
ber, who unconscious, at first, of the kind 
of company he was in, would stake his 
good reputation on their responsibility. It 
is said that capitalists and banks have lost 
over $500,000 by the .operations of these 
men. It is said that they did a wholesale 
business in kiting notes at large discounts: 

The Portsmouth company in former 
years did a large business in cotton goods. 
The president was William H., Rollins, 
and, Samuel Hale was treasurer. - The 
company about two years ago was strug- 
gling to pay some old notes given for new 
machinery, amounting to nearly $200,000. 
Then: it was the group of note floaters 
came upon the scene. 

Edward L. Collins struck ‘up an ac- 
quaintanceship with Treasurer Hale, and 


- 


allow Collins to float. some .of the com- 
pany’s notes. |The Portsmouth company 
at this time vhs very badly off for ready 
cash, which doubtedly influenséd” the 
treasurer to listen to Collins. 

The notes were brought to Boston by. 
Collins and placed in the hands of Alfred 
A. Marcus to negotiate. Marcus found 
trouble in disposing of the notes. One of 
the men approached was Walter Dyer. 
Dyer was owed considerable money by 
Marcus at the time, and to accommodate 
the broker he agreed to take the rotes, of 
which there were four, at $1000 apiece. 

Dyer questioned Marcus about the Ports- 
mouth company, and learned that Rollins 
was the president. Rollins and- Dyer 
were old friends, and Dyer knew that his 
friend was considered an honest man. 
This decided him to take the notes, with 
the proviso that Rollins should endorge 
them. This was done and the deal was 
completed, Mr, Dyer relying entirely 

On the Endorsement of Rollins. 


Some time after Marcus flushed up notes 
from the. same company for $40,000, and 
presenting them to Micah Dyer, Jr., was 
accommodated with $8000 in ‘cash and the 
notes ‘held as collateral. Dyer stil] has 
the notes. 

The Portsmouth company failed last 
August for $330,000. The concern hada 
good rating, and it was believed that it 
was induced to enter into reckless finan- 
cireing, which caused its downfall, Re- 
cent developments show this to be a fact. 

‘The failure of the company was due. to 
the attachihent of President Rollins’ 
property by Walter Dyer and~Samuel 
Harney of Cambridge. This brought: 
down-upon the.company a.horde of. credi- 
tors, and it-was forced to suspend. 

At the time of the failure, Treasurer 
Hall claimed that the company had not re- 
ceived more than one-third of the money 
from the notes floated by Collins and his 
friends. 

For instance, a note wonld be given for 
$5000, and, when the. cash came back, 
there would be only #2500. This was sup- 
posed to be because of the ruinous rate ‘of 
discount, but it is now claimed that the

ment, is pending at the present time. 

Henry J. Thornton is said to be another 
of the crowd who was interested in form- 
ing companies, issuing notes and then 
unfortunately failing, almcst before they 
began to do any business. 

Edward L. Collins seems to have been 
the Boston agent of the financiering con- 
cern, He was the man who placed the 
notes in Marcus’ hands to dispose of to 
Boston’s blue bloods. 

Alfred A. Marcus is well known here. 

John G, Hathaway was one of the most 
active, he placing the paper. It cannot 

_ be shown that_he shared any of the pro- 
ceeds of the notes. Hathaway has been 
also concerned in placing notes of the 
Richardson Lumber company and John 
¥. Davidson & Co., both companies fail- 
ing before the notes came due. 
~~ Marcus did not confine his operations to 
the Portsmouth company’s paper, but is 
said to have sold’a note of Charles A. 
Smith & Co., the School street tailors, 
only the day before their failure. 

Walter Dyer was seen by a Post reporter 
last night. He could not understand, he 
said, how President Rollins could have 
endorsed the notes, as he ‘had always 
known him as an honest man, whose 
word was as good as his bond in Maine 
and New Hampshire. 

Mr. Dyer says Rollins has admitted to 
him since the failure that when he signed 
the notes he knew they were worthless, 
and that the concern was worthless. He 
couldn’t tell what made him sign them, 
and told Mr. Dyer that the brokers had 
ruined hiin,

Then confusion 
reigned, and in the midst of this excite- 
ment the murderer escaped. 

Deputy Superintendent Pierce and. In- 
pectors “Mahoney and Shields soon 
pached the scene of crime and took pos- 
ression of the premises. A minute exam- 
ination was immediately begun. ‘There 

were two bed#'in the ‘room and a cooking 
stove containing a bright fire. On a deal 
table was spread an untouched dinner. 

The murdered man had on a thick flan- 
nel shirt, through which 

$$ The Bullet. Hole Was Plainly Visible. 
Around his waist was a leather belt, with 
asheath and knife attached, and on the 

-stable,beneath the cover of a book, rested 
another knife. 

Upon the landing near the room the 
police found an Italian woman, almost 
crazed with excitement. She chattered 
away in broken English, but could not 
make herself satisfactorily understood 
until the services of an interpreter were 
obtained, 

It seemsthat Indigaro, the assailant, 
lived at No. 7, which is an Italian board- 
ing house, and Capparello had been con- 

o sta. 7 visiting him the last two or three 
day.. They quarrelled often, and always 
in connection with the ownership of the 
pocket knife, “ :
